VALENCIA, July 19.—(U P )—The B ritish freighter Stanland was 
bombed and set afire today by five N ationalist airplanes in a raid 
over Valencia port a t 9 a. rn. 
There were no victim s. 
In two earlier raids on Valencia N ationalist 
planes destroyed 
several houses but there were no victim s. 
In a raid on Alcira, 
south of Valencia, one person was •>- 
killed and seven injured. 
The Stanland was alongside the 
quay discharging cargo when a 
rain of heavy bombs dug huge 
craters capable of holding a score 
of persons within a radius of 200 
yards. 
One bomb struck a p art of the 
cargo which had been set ashore, 
igniting the ship IO feet away. The 
fire spread quickly to the bridge 
and m em bers of the crew and dock 
w orkers spent several hours p u t­ 
ting it out. It was badly dam aged. 
Two observers of the interna­ 
tional nonintervention com m ittee 
were aboard the Stanland.

Clyde Staup, 24, serving a IO to 
25 year sentence for a Lim a gaso­ 
line station holdup in 2934, was 
shot down when strateg y failed, 
but not until Raymond T. Thorn­ 
ton. a guard, had been stabbed with. 
a butcher knife. 
Charles Menges. 28. a life-term er 
from Ham ilton county, was captur­ 
ed w ithout being wounded. 
Convict N ear Death 
Staup was in serious condition in 
the prison hospital w ith a bullet in 
his right hip. another in his rig h t 
side. 
Thornton also w as in the 
prison hospital w ith a wound in 
the chest from an 18-inch kitchen 
knife. 
Three other prison officials felt 
the prick of the tw'o convicts’ kniv­ 
es but they followed instructions 
when the prisoners threatened to 
explode home-made bombs. 
They 
were uninjured. 
In addition to the knives and 
bomb, Staup and Menges, involv­ 
ed in another escape plot in 1936. 
carried alm ost IOO feet of belting 
taken from the prison shops and 
pieces of rope with w’hich they ap­ 
parently intended to scale the high 
w'all. 
Dash Is Balked 
Guard Elm er Callahan stopped 
a 500-yard freedom m arch of the 
convicts when he fired his .38 cali­ 
bre pistol a t them 
as they ap­ 
proached the prison gates. 
Both 
fell but only Staup was wounded. 
Menges stayed down until other 
guards ran to them. 
Standing between the two men 
when Callahan fired was Col. Wil­ 
liam W alker, prison subsistence su­ 
perintendent. The long knife was 
a t his throat. 
Thornton had been 
su b b ed by Menges when he tried 
to ald Col. W alker in stopping the 
man. 
W alker told of his forced m arch 
across the “bull pen.”

What can be dene to keep cookie 
dough from sticking to the board 
and the rolling pin? 
Place it in the refrigerator until 
thoroughly chilled, before rolling 
and cutting. 
The cold hardens the 
fat and makes the dough much less 
troublesome to handle. 


In your question and answer col­ 
umn, will you give me complete in­ 
formation on canning tomatoes! 
Tomatoes are easy to keep if you 
follow a few simple instructions: 
1. 
Do not use over-ripe toma­ 
toes. 
2. 
Be sure to remove every par­ 
ticle of the core as the bacteria 
found in the core of tomatoes and 
the strings of string beans are 
more heat resisting than any other. 
3. 
Scald 
tomatoes 
in 
boiling 
water I minute. 
Soak in cold wat­ 
er I minute—peel, core, quarter and 
pack in clean jars. 
Add no water 
Add teaspoon of salt to each quart. 
if desired. 
4. 
Never fill your jars any high­ 
er than </2-inch from th* top when 
canning tomatoes. 
5. 
Put on cap, screwing band 
firmly tight. Process in water bath 
So minutes; or in pressure cooker 
IO minutes at 5 lbs.; or in oven 50 
minutes at 250 degrees. 
6. 
If the open kettle is used, fill 
only one jar at a time with the boil­ 
ing product. 
Carefully and quick­ 
ly wipe the glass sealing surface 
of your jar free of all seeds, pulp, 
liquid, etc. 
Place sterilized lid on the jar at 
once— hold in place with one hand 
while with the other wipe neck and 
threads of jar clean with damp 
doth. 
Screw band on firmly tight 
Then proceed to fill the next jar 
in the same manner, being sure to 
keep product boiling hot at all 
times. 
Lids are sterilized by placing in 
a pan and pouring boiling water 
over them.

Since this is 
unchanged in buttermilk, I think 
you will find it an excellent substi­ 
tute for whole milk.
